The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including a controller that generates an 
operation command to a predetermined object for being controlled related to purifying of the 
exhaust gas on the basis of the detected concentration which is the concentration of the reducing 
agent or the precursor detected by the concentration sensor, wherein the controller determines 
whether or not the aqueous solution of the reducing agent or the precursor in the storage tank is 
in a stationary state and, at a stationary time when it is determined to be in a stationary state, 
permits sensing of the concentration by the concentration sensor, while at a shaking time other 
than the stationary time, prohibits the sensing of the concentration by the concentration sensor, 
and wherein the concentration sensor detects the concentration of the reducing agent or the 
precursor only at the stationary time.
